Th** five plots were picked Oc- 
t* ber 15, an d th«.* cotton was w orth 
seven and a half cents on the 
local 
m arket. 
Check 
plots one and five had no 
fertilizer, picked 40^ pound« 
each 
which was worth $3.01. 
Plot 2, 158 pounds acid phosphate 
p .r one-half aciv yielded 48 pounds 
of seed cotton to 
the 
plot, w orth 
$3.60. 
Plot 3, 125 pounds of acid 
phos­ 
phate* and 20 pounds of m uriate of 
potash to the one-half acre, picked 
122 pound> and w orth $0,15. 
Plot 4, contained 31 pounds of m u r­ 
iate of potash to the one-half acre, 
picked 85 pounds 
of 
seed 
cotton, 
worth $6.38. 
The cost of the fertilizer of 
each 
plot is as follows: Check plot 2, $1.73, 
plot 3, $1.83, plot 4, 78c. 
Subtracting

H O U SE 


There Is hardly a section that doeg 
not bate its "»»Id house.” 
Most of 
them, however, tuke their bats <»ft' to 
the old Fairbanks (formerly Fayes- 
banke) house, which stands in a clua* 
ter of stately trees In the little city of 
Dedhain, Mass. 
With the exception 
of certain adobe, stone or shell houses 
In California and Florida, this prob­ 
ably Is the oldest house still standing 
in the I'nlted States. 
This relic of days gone by waa built 
In 1636. 
It Is perhaps the best ex­ 
ample of Old English frame cottage 
construction to be found In America, 
was lived In up to about twenty years 
ago by eight generations of the Fair­ 
banks family, 
retains 
its 
primitive 
simplicity, quaintness and picturesque- 
ness and Is now filled with helrlooma 
of the Fairbanks family. 
Like many old-flrne structure», the 
main portion Is flanked on two side» 
by wings and the pitch roof of the 
middle section extends very near to 
the ground in the rear. The front side 
contains eight windows and no two of 
them are alike. 
As if to have an In­ 
dividuality all Its on n. a time honored 
practice was departed from in that 
neither the front door nor the chim­ 
ney are In the exact center of the 
house. 
Variously, als<>, the doorwaye 
are exceptionally low —persons of or­ 
dinary height having to bend slightly 
on entering. 
Some of the rooms never have been 
plastered and the beams and rafter» 
show overhead, 
over the fireplace in 
the quaint little parlor swings a wood­ 
en crane from which kettles were sus­ 
pended over the tire for cooking pur­ 
poses. 
In the days before kerosene, 
grease lamp* hung in this crane fur­ 
nished such light as was available 
when there was no fire In the fire 
place. 
Other 
relics 
of 
bygone 
days 
In­ 
clude: 
Molds 
for 
making 
candles, 
spinning wheel, foot warmers, Dutch 
ovens, an ox saddle, small diamond- 
shuped window glass made to be set 
between lead strips, putty being un­ 
known. 
All In all. this old place portrays In 
vivid fashion the home life of the 
early New Englanders. It has attracts 
ed 
visitors 
from 
practically 
every 
state and more than twenty foreign 
countries. 
The descendants of the family have 
banded theruselvee Into an organiza­ 
tion to the end that this historic spot 
may be preserved.

The principal change is the separ­ 
ation of size and grade with the pro­ 
vision tlmt unless otherwise specified 
the minimum size shall he 1% inches. 
If quotations are made on the b asis 
of li. S. No. 1 without any under­ 
standing -as to a minimum size, it 
should b e assumed that the minimum 
size is 1% inches. 
U. S. No. 1 grade no w includes spec­ 
ifica tio ns as to firmness, maturity and 
shape. 
A 
limitation has also b een 
placed upon the amount of decay in 
connection with the usual tolerance 
which is allowed to cover mistakes 
which happen 
in the course of trad­ 
ing and handling. 
The revised grades are as follows: 
U. S. No. 1. 
U. S. No. 1 shall consist of onions 
of 
sim ilar 
varietal 
characteristics 
which are firm, mature, well shaped, 
free from doub les, splits, b ottlenecks, 
scallions, dirt, tops or other foreign 
m atter and from damage caused b y 
sprouting, freezing, disease, insects or 
mechanical or other means. 
See size 
classification. 
In order to allow for variations in­ 
cident to proper grading and han­ 
dling. not more than 5 per cent, b y 
weight, of any lot may b e b elow the 
requirem ents of this grade, b ut not 
more than a total of two-fifths of this 
tolerance or 2 per cent, may he al­ 
lowed for onions which are affected 
b y decay. 
U. S. No. 2 shall consist of onions 
which do not meet the requirements 
of U. S. No. 1. 
See size classifica­ 
tion. 
Unless otherwise specified the min­ 
imum size shall b e 1XA inches in di­ 
ameter.* 
Onions may b e classified for 
size on the following b asis: 
Boilers, % to 1XA inches; small, 1 Vst 
to 1% inches; medium, ,1% to 2*4 
inches; large, over 2*4 inches. 
In order to provide a class for very 
large Spanish type onions grown in 
some localities, a “Very Large” class 
is recommended for onions over 3 
inches in diameter. 
Onions may also 
he describ ed as “Small to Medium” or 
“Medium to Large” in accordance with 
the facts. 
In order to allow for variations in­ 
cident to proper sizing, not more than 
5 per cent, b y weight, may b e b elow 
the specified minimum size and in 
addition, not more than 10 per '*ent.

Defi ni ti on of Terms. 
As used in these grades: 
“M ature” means firm, dry and well 
cured. 
Mid-season onions which are 
no t customarily held In storage shail 
b e considered mature when harvested 
in accordance with good commercial 
practice at a stage which will not re­ 
sult in the onions b ecoming soft or 
spongy. 
“Well shaped” means having the 
shape characteristic of the variety, b ut 
slightly off-type or slightly misshapen 
onions shaH b e adm itted to U. S. No. 1. 
“Doub les” and “splits" are onions 
which have developed more than one 
distinct b ulb . 
All such onions which 
are either 
distinctly 
misshapen

“Bottlenecks” are onions with ab ­ 
normally thick necks.

Silage can b e made of it alone 
when it is first wilted or partly dried 
so as to reduce the water content to 
ab out 65 or 70 per cent. 
Only a fair 
grade of silage can b e made from 
freshly cut green sweet clover mixed 
with dry oat straw at time of ensiling 
in the proportion of one part stock to 
six parts clover. 
Steers have b een 
fed this ration quite favorab ly for 
short periods, b ut it is less palatab le 
than corn silage and less of it will b e 
consumed. 
The b est use of sweet 
plover is for pasture.

Julia Ward Howe and the other early 
leaders used to say that Lucy “first 
really stirred tiie na tio n’s heart on 
the sub ject of woman's wrongs.” Any 
way, I.ucy was the first American to 
hang on to her own name after mar 
riage. 
Ar thirty-seven years of age 
she married In 1855 Henry B Black 
well, a Cincinnati mercha nt ami Ab oil 
tionist, b rother of the famous Dr 
Elizab eth Blackwell (1821-1910) who 
o pened the 
medical 
profession 
to 
women. 
Lucy Stone (1818-93) early deter­ 
mined to get a real education. 
Why? 
Well, when she talked “equal rights 
for women" 
so mebo dy was always 
quoting texts from the Bib le against 
it. 
Therefore she decided to get a 
college education so she could read the 
Bib le in the original and set» if those 
texts were correctly translated. 
Lucy 
was graduated from Ob erltn In 1 ^ 47. 
Evidently she had found the transla­ 
tions of those texts all wrong, for 
that same year she delivered from her 
b rother’s pulpit at Gardner, Mass., the 
very first lecture on woman’s rights. 
The next year she lectured in New 
England, the “W est” and Canada for 
the M assachusetts Anti-Slavery soci­ 
ety—also on woman's rights.

$3.60. 
Plot 3, 125 pounds of acid 
phos­ 
phate* and 20 pounds of m uriate of 
potash to the one-half acre, pick«*d 
122 pourds and w orth $0.15.

Grades Revised 


Principal Change Is That 
Minimum Size Shall Be 
One and a Half Inches. 


(P rep ared by tb e U nited State« D epartm ent 
of Agriculture.) 
Revisions 
in 
tiie 
United 
States 
grades for northern-grown onions have 
been announced by the United States 
Department of Agriculture. 
The principal change is the separ­ 
ation of size and grade with the pro­ 
vision that unless otherwise specified 
the minimum size shall be 1ft inches. 
If quotations are mude on the basis 
of U. S. No. 1 without any under­ 
standing as to a minimum size, it 
should be assumed that the minimum 
size is 1ft inches. 
U. S. No. 1 grade note includes spec­ 
ifications as to firmness, maturity and 
shape. A limitation has also been 
placed upon the amount of decay in 
connection with the usual tolerance 
which is allowed to cover mistakes 
which happen in the course of trad­ 
ing and handling. 
The revised grades are as follows: 
U. S. No. 1. 
U. S. No. 1 shall consist of onions 
of 
similar 
varietal 
characteristics 
which are firm, mature, well shaped, 
free from doubles, splits, bottlenecks, 
scallions, dirt, tops or other foreign 
matter and from damage caused by 
sprouting, freezing, disease, insects or 
mechanical or other means. 
See size 
classification. 
In order to allow for variations in­ 
cident to proper grading and han­ 
dling, not more than 5 per cent, by 
weight, of any lot may be below the 
requirements of this grade, but not 
more than a total of two-fiftlis of this 
tolerance or 2 per cent, may be al­ 
lowed for onions which are affected 
by decay. 
U. S. No. 2 shall consist of onions 
which do not meet the requirements 
of U. S. No. 1. 
See size classifica­ 
tion. 
Unless otherwise specified the min­ 
imum size shall be 1ft inches in di­ 
ameter.* Onions may be classified for 
size on the following basis: 
Boiiers, ft to 1ft inches; small, 1ft 
to 1ft inches; medium, 1ft to 2ft 
inches; large, over 2ft Inches. 
In order to provide a class for very 
large Spanish type onions grown in 
some localities, a “Very Large” class 
is recommended for onions over 3 
inches in diameter. Onions may also 
be described as “Small to Medium” or 
“Medium to Large” in accordance with 
the facts. 
In order to allow for variations in­ 
cident to proper sizing, not more than 
5 per cent, by weight, may be below 
the specified minimum size and in 
addition, not more than 10 per '-ent, 
by weight, may be larger than the 
specified maximum size. 
Definition of Terms. 
As used in these grades: 
“Mature" means firm, dry and well 
cured. Mid-season onions which are 
not customarily held in storage shail 
be considered mature when harvested 
in accordance with good commercial 
practice at a stage which will not re­ 
sult in the onions becoming soft or 
spongy. 
“Well shaped” means having the 
shape characteristic of the variety, but 
slightly off-type or slightly misshapen 
onions shaH be admitted to U. S. No. 1. 
“Doubles” and “splits” are onions 
■which have developed more than one 
distinct bulb. All such onions which 
are either distinctly misshapen or 
which show a splitting of the outer 
scales shall be excluded from U. S. 
No. 1. 
“Bottlenecks” are onions with ab­ 
normally thick necks. 
“Scallions“ are onions which have 
thick necks and relatively small and 
poorly developed bulbs. 
“Diameter” means the greatest di­ 
ameter at right angles to a straight 
line running from the stem to the root.

Sweet Clover Silage Is 
Much Inferior to Com 
Sweet clover silage is distinctly in­ 
ferior to corn silage for steers, al­ 
though it does have some succulent 
merit. 
Silage can be made of it alone 
when It is first wilted or partly dried 
so as to reduce the water content to 
about 65 or 70 per cent. 
Only a fair 
grade of silage can be made from 
freshly cut green sweet clover mixed 
with dry oat straw at time of ensiling 
in the proportion of one part stock to 
six parts clover. 
Steers have been 
fed this ration quite favorably for 
short periods, but it is less palatable 
than corn silage and less of it will be 
consumed. 
The best use of sweet 
Clover Is for pasture. 
Remarkably 
good results have been noted in vari­ 
ous parts this season, but like other 
plants, it does more service In its 
proper place. 


Geese Should Have Range 
Geese require fresh air in plenty, 
and will not bear confinement In tight 
houses.

Permanent Quarters 
Needed for Pullets 


Moving Birds About Cuts 
Down Egg Production. 


The price of eggs will most likely 
be high again in the winter and we 
should have our pullets producing 
these high-priced eggs to best ad­ 
vantage, says D. H. Hall, extension 
poultry husbandman at Clemson col­ 
lege, in urging growers to put the 
growing pullets in permanent quarters. 
If pullets have been handled and 
cared for properly, they will mature 
about 
October 
1 
and 
then 
start 
laying. 
After 
they 
start 
laying 
they should not be disturbed because 
when they are moved from one house 
to another it always sets them back 
in laying. 
If they have alreudy be­ 
gun to lay, moving will cut down pro­ 
duction and in some cases will cause 
a molt, which will mean no eggs. 
Another important factor in han­ 
dling poultry, Mr. Hall adds. Is that 
they must not be frightened. When­ 
ever they are frightened by chil­ 
dren, dogs, cats, etc.. It will surely 
curtail 
egg 
production. 
Sometimes 
the poultryman himself will forget his 
usual caution 
and 
walk 
Into the 
poultry house quickly, giving his hens 
a bad scare. 
Even this excitement 
tells in egg production. 
It Is best 
always to attract the attention of the 
pullets in some way before entering 
the house.
